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Bow Valley Annual Meeting Excellent Ice Carnival Held 
Well Attended 


The Anual Meeting of the M. D. Bow 
Valley convened in the Dining Room 
of the Memorial Hall at one o’clock 
on Saturday and was adjourned until 
two. At two o'clock, Mr. Phil Rogers, 
Returning Officer, called the meeting 
to order, and asked nominations for a 
chairman. Mr. N. Scheer was elected 
by acclamation. Mr. W. Thompson 
was elected Secretary by acclamation. 

Following the reading of the min- 
utes, a question was asked as to the 
success of the council in having teeth 
put in the penalties under the Nox- 
ious Weeds Acts. The meeting was 
informed by R. J. Milligan, District 
Agriculturist, that the teeth were al- 
ready there and that no change was 
likely to be made. 

Formation of an Agricultural Serv- 
ice Board was announced by Councill- 
or J. M. Wheatley. This board wil) 
consist of two members of the Council, 
two members from among the farm- 
ers, the Sec. Treas. of the M. D., and 
the District Agriculiurist. Members 
of the Council are to be J. Harwood. 
and J. M. Wheatley. and farmer re- 
presentatives, Harold Scheer and 
Doug Keer. They will be meeting 
sometime early in March, in the M. D. 
office, and these meetings will be pub 
lic. The Board will have power to op 
erate weedy land areas in order to 
control and to eliminate the problem. 
Powers may be extended after the 
Board begins to function successfully. 

Mr. Wheatley then outlined the dut- 
ies of the Board and pointed out 
what had accomplished in Con- 
rich Municipality and added that it 
was also necessary to keep in mind 
the ability of the ratepayers to meet 
their share of the cost of these serv- 
ices. 

The Council’s report, which 
printed alongside, was read by Reeve 
J. Harwood, and questions were invit- 
ed. Among the first questions asked 
was for a report clearing. 
The Reeve pointed out that this oper- 
ation was expensive, but that they 
were using the wrong equipment. 
New machinery which has been order- 
ed by the council is expected to be 
much better in this regard. Tf possib- 
will be purchased next 
year and this should materially im- 
prove’ the situation Councillor 
Wheatley asked for more co-operation 
from the farmers in weed-cutting a-

long the road, in order to eliminate 
the problem of snow-piling. The rate- 
payers then asked for more support

Following this, a report on the dirt 
moving machinery of the municinality 
was asked for. 

A good deal of discussion arose out 
of the reading of the financial state- 
ment. Questions came from all corn- 
ers. With reference to the Weed In- 
spector, the Reeve pointed out that 
the inspector is of no use, without 
co-operation from the farmer. 

A good deal of discussion ensued ov- 
er the cost of school rates. It was 
pointed out that in Bow Valley School 
Division, the municipality is paying 
84% of the Schoo! rates, and that in

not be mailed until this is done. With 
the creation of School Divisions the 
equalization of land values is very im- 
portant, otherwise a municipal district 
may be called upon to pay more than 
its just share of school taxes. School 
requisitions are apportioned upon an 
assessment basis as also is the Social 
Services Tax Requisition. 

The policy of allowing discounts for 
prepayment of taxes was continued 
and had the desired result of main- 
taining sufficient bank balances to 
meet all expenditures as they became 
due during the year. 

The Municipal Mill rate the 
same as in 1944 but there was an_ in- 
crease in school rates to meet the in- 
creased school requisitions. 

Thirteen miles of road were gravell- 
ed and charged to the General Fund of 
the Municipality.
